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Loon Lake OK held back another week

Loon Lake area residents will have to 
wait until Tuesday. Sept. 18,: to learn if 
they will have a new tax to pay. The 
Lake County Board will meet in adjourned 
session thai day to consider creation of a 
Special Service Dist. for Loon Lake. This 
came about after the County Board put the 
question on the back burner of the Sept. 
10 meeting and didn't get to it .before 
adjourning. 

Next Tuesday is the last day for 



assessing a property tax levy that will be 
collected in 1991. The Loon Lake tax is 
expected to yield about $50,000 annually, t 
based on current property in the district ' 
boundaries. 

Residents are divided on the need for 
the district ahd levy of the tax. Almost 40 
of them showed up at a Sept. 10 County 
Board meeting where members were to 
vote on the issue.' Residents carried signs 
or wore lapel cards urging a "yes" or "no" 
vote. 

Residents appeared confused by the 
conflicting statements of Antioch Twp. 
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Supv. James Fields, other board members 
and a representative of the state's attor- 
ney's office. Before serious debate got 
underway it was decided to put the ques- 
tion at the end of the agenda. 

Board members felt that waiting one 
week will give everyone a chance to be- 
come more familiar with the issue and 
form an opinion. 

The issue began more than one year 
ago when members of the Loon Lakes 
Property' Owners Assn. went to the 
county asking for the creation of a Special 
8 Service Dist. 

The creation of such a district would 
set a precedent in Lake County because it 
would be a first The County Board gave a 
preliminary approval to the district's es- 
tablishment last year. 

Under the creation of the district, the 
county sets the boundaries, sets up a 
separate taxing body, collects the taxes 
and appoints residents to dispense the 



monies collected for lake cleanup. 

The creation of the Special Service 
Dist. in the Loon Lake area could pave the 
way for the county to do the same in other 
lake areas in Lake County. 

In March, when the county sought to 
establish the district, those opposed were 
given 60 days to turn in a petition in op- 
position containing the signatures of 51 
percent of the property owners in the dis- 
trict and also 51 percent of the registered 
voters in the area or the district vote 
would go to the County Board. 

Petitions were turned in on time and 
the county administrator's office, the 
state's attorney's office, the county clerk's 
of Ace and the office of the register of deeds 
spent the next five months checking the 
petitions to see if they contained the 
proper number of legal signatures. 

The first check for 51 percent of the 
registered voters in the area proved that

Following a three-year study in 
Chicago, Lake County law enforcement 
officials are beginning a program to 
voluntarily drug test arrestees. 

The effort is thanks to a grant from the 
Illinois Dcpt. of . Alcoholism and 
Substance Abuse (DASA). U.S. States 
Atty. for Northern Illinois Fred Foreman 
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Road closed 



The Lake County Div.'of Transporta- 
tion will close Peterson Rd. to through 
traffic from Midlothian Rd. to Rte.

commences drug testing program 



and Lake County States Atty. Mike Waller 
joined DASA and Illinois Treatment 
Alternatives for Special Clients (TASC, 
Inc.) in explaining the strategy at a press 
conference. 

Foreman said the issue first was raised 
when law enforcement found drug testing 
of sailors at Great Lakes Naval Training 
Center in the 1970s. "We found a 
significant reduction in number of 
problems after drug testing," Foreman 
said. 

The TASC focus includes treatment 
education and sufficient sanctions for those 
who do not pass the program. 
Approximately 200 men each quarter arc 
expected to participate. 

"When we started this project three years 
ago, we were stunned at the high rate of 
drug abuse among arrestees in Chicago," 
Melody Heaps, TASC executive director, 
said. 

Approximately 71 percent of males 
tested positive for any drug, including 
marijuana, while 61 percent tested positive 
for any drug excluding marijuana and SO 
percent tested positive for cocaine. Data 
showed 66 percent of those charged with 
an income-generating crime such as 
burglary, theft or robbery, tested positive 
for any drug. About 67 percent of violent 
crime arrestees tested positive for any drug, 

TASC, which serves all 22 Illinois 
judicial districts, provides: assessment to 
determine the nature and extent of the 
referred individual's substance abuse 
problem; placement into appropriate 
facility to meet the individual's needs; and 
monitoring of client's progress for the 
courts or other referral source. 

Fred Atkins, director of Illinois 
DASDA, described the effort as statewide 
which includes both rural and 
metropolitan counties. "This is a major 
portion of Gov. James Thompson's drug- 
free Illinois initiative," Atkins said. 



A study of 4^00 adults showed increase 
in drug use by women. 

"It helps us plan treatment programs and 
provide a data base," Atkins said. 

The state funds will be used to expand 
the Drug Use Forecasting System (DUF) 
throughout the state. 

Heaps said the program is strictly 
anonymous and confidential in nature. It is 
expected to have an 80 to 90 percent 
compliance rate. 

"This is the first step in developing a 
comprehensive program in the war on 
drugs," Waller said. 

Waller said the effort could put Lake 
County in the forefront in obtaining future 
federal drug-fighting dollars. The effort has 
been a cooperative one with the state's 



attorney, public defender and court services 
departments. 

TASC, Inc. serves the following 
populations: adult offenders, juvenile 
offenders, DUI offenders, general assistance 
recipients, junior high and high school 
students, SSI recipients whose disability is 
substance abuse, and HIV affected persons. 
Clients not eligible for TASC services 
include: offenders charged with violent 
crimes, offenders arrested for the 
manufacture or delivery of drugs, or 
individuals who lack readiness for 
treatment or who do not demonstrate a 
likelihood for rehabilitation. . 

TASC has served more than 44,000 
persons since it was founded in 1976, 
4,658 adult offenders in fiscal year 1990.

signatures were on the 
petitions. 

But in the check for 51 
percent of the properly 
owners, the county reports 
that only 44 percent of the 
legal signatures were those 
of property owners, 
nullifying the petitions. 

So when the matter 
went before the County 
Board earlier this week, after 
a report from the state's 
attorney's office that the 
petitions did not meet the 
legal criteria, the County 
Board was set to vote on an 
ordinance creating the 
Special Service Dist. and 
then another ordinance 
levying the tax for the 
district based on assessed 
valuation of the individual 
properties to total $50,000 
per year. 



Fields, who is also a 
Dist. 4 representative on the 
County Board; said he 
became involved three 
weeks ago when those 
opposed to the district came 
to his office. 

"Some 56 percent of 
those living in that area 
don't want this district," he 
said at the Sept. 10 County 
Board meeting.

vote this down," Fields 
continued. "If this has to go. 
to court, let the judge 
decide.

Let's not stick the 
people of Loon Lake with 
it." Fields said he has

Who will bend first? 



Who will bend first? Will it be Lake 
Villa or Lake County? Both arc wrapped 
up in a power struggle over future growth 
and sewer service. 

Lake Villa wants the ability to hook up 
to the Fox Lake Sewer Treatment facility 
for. future growth, and the county says it's 
ok with a couple of stipulations. That's 
where the power struggle begins. 

The County Board voted to allow the 
hook-up, but in addition has only agreed 
to allow the village to grow by 300 
percent in the future. One may be saying 
300 percent is a lot of growth, and they're 
right. A lot of people arc asking, "Docs 
Lake Villa want to be another 
Schaumburg or Arlington Heights?" 

However, the 300 percent stipulation is 
a bit confusing because Lake Villa 
believes the boundaries that the county 
has set on that growth are not acceptable. 

The county says the village can put an 
additional 18,000 people on 1.29 square 
miles of land. "The village is not trying 
to acquire higher percentage of growth 
under the sewer contract, but a larger area 
in which to grow," said Mayor Joyce 
Fraycr. 

Another thing that's bugging Fraycr is 
the "special treatment Lake Villa is 
getting from the county. Nobody else to 
my knowledge has stipulations like these 
on their future growth. What makes Lake 
Villa so special?" 

County Board Chairman Norm Geary 
feels the proposed agreement to Lake Villa 
is fair. He says the agreement is "silent on 
zoning and actual uses of property in the

Lurking near or at the top of the list of 
taxpayer complaints with public education 
is the high cost of administrative salaries. 
Teacher salaries have been escalating 
rapidly, but pay for administrators always 
is a few notches higher, quite a few 
notches in the case of many districts. 
That's the rub with both the public and 
classroom' teachers. 

Critics complain that public education 
has become top-heavy with 
administration. Educators counter the 
argument of detractors with the viewpoint 
that running a school is more complicated 
that it used to be; that more services are 
mandated by the state. Hence, more 
support staff is needed for the classroom 
teacher. Maybe so. 

Even with the grumbling about non- 
teacher costs in the operation of our 
schools, little is done about culling 
administrative costs. When Stevenson 
High School board members adopted an 
administrative salary scale for the new 
year recently, only one dissenting voice 
was raised at the 8.7 percent average, 
which is more than raises being reported 
in the private sector. Roscalic Scndlcr 
described the "pool" increase totalling 
$572,523 as having too much disparity 
between the increases for other 
administrators who arc in the same jobs as 
last year. 

Administrative salaries at Wauconda 
Unit School have been a constant source 
of taxpayer irritation in recent years, but 
the only thing that has happened is that 
administrative salaries have increased. 

The school district with a lean 
administrative staff is a rarity these days. 

While public education administrative 
costs are ballooning, just the opposite is 
happening in private business. The 
battle cry in industry today is reduction in 
support staff costs. Modern management 
theory calls for decision making at the 
lowest possible level to enhance efficiency 
and productivity. Why can't similar 
efficiency and cost saving measures take 
place in our schools? To justify increased 
costs, a favorite saying of educators is that 
"we operate the biggest business in 
town." Really.

Because of this current stalemate, Fraycr 
is also calling for the county to give back 
to the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency grant monies set aside for Lake 
Villa's hook-up to the Fox Lake facility. 

Lake Villa officials should take the deal 
being offered to them by the county before 
developers lose interest in growing with 
the village. They arc currently in jeopardy 
of losing Painted Lakes developer Al 
Bartok's interest partially because of the 
inability of the county and the village to 
come to terms on this matter. 

Although there will probably be a 
winner and a loser in this power struggle, 
it shouldn't be viewed as winning and 
losing. It should be looked at as two 
oppositcs working together for the 
betterment of each, and. the residents 
involved. Lake Villa should set an 
example of the working spirit which is so 
vital for the 1990s, and maybe the county 
will come through with a compromise of 
some sort to Lake Villa's satisfaction.

Metra drops curtailed service 



Far out commuters on the Metra north 
line to Fox Lake can breath a sigh of 
relief. 

Lakeland Newspapers has learned that an 
efficiency task force will recommend to 
Metra directors at their September meeting 
that three early morning trains remain on 
their existing schedule with departure from 
Fox Lake with stops at Ingleside, Long 
Lake, Round Lake and Grayslake, 

An announcement that the three early 
trains would be dead-headed to Libertyville 
as an economy move and an effort to cut 
travel time to Chicago kicked up a storm 
of protest from riders boarding at the far 
out points. 

"Metra has heard what the riders are 
saying," declared Harry Thomas, 
community relations specialist. 



Barring last minute changes, planned 
alterations for eight other trains will 
stand, according to Thomas. 

Affected are two early departures from 
Deerfield, four from the Grayslake turn- 
around point for-peak trains and two off- 
peak departures from Deerfield. 

Metra regards the off-peak periods as 
mid-day and early afternoon to provide 
transportation for commuters who start 
late afternoon or early evening shifts. 

Thomas cast doubt over whether a 
protest meeting urged by Fox Lake 
officials would materialize. "I doubt 
whether a public meeting would serve any 
purpose now. Of course, if the people 
want to hold a meeting on commuting, 
we will attend," Thomas stated.

Auctioning has always been a hobby of 
Bill Obenauf s and now he's turning it into 
acareer.

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Modern automobile industry has roots in 1890's 



The automotive age of 
the 20th century has its 
roots in the fading years of 
the 19th. Developments of 
the 1890's, in fact, were 
crucial to the growth of the 
modem automotive industry 
which was fueled by the 
discovery of cheap oil in 
Texas in 1901. 

The birth of the Ameri- 
can automobile industry 
dates from 1896, when the 
Duryea brothers built 13 
gasoline-powered vehicles 
from the same set of plans, 
according to James A. 
Wren, automotive historian 
and manager of the Patent 
Library for the Motor 
Vehicle Manufacturers 
Assn. (MVMA). 

"But the 1890s saw so 
many other milestones that 
we can consider that whole 
decade as the dawn of the 
modern automobile indus- 
try," says Wren. 

Several firsts belong to 
Charles E. and J. Frank 
Duryea, of Springfield, 
Mass. In 1893, they built 
the first successful Ameri- 



can gasoline-powered motor 
vehicle, featuring a unique 
spray carburetor and electric 
ignition. In 1895, a Duryea 
vehicle beat a Mucllcr-Bcnz 
in Chicago to win the first 
U.S. auto race. And a year 
later they introduced the 
first U.S. vehicles to Eu- 
rope when the two Duryeas 
took part in the Emancipa- 
tion Day run from London 
to Brighton. 

Many early break- 
throughs in automotive 
technology came from Eu- 
rope, Wren notes. But the 

infant industry matured 
quickly on this side of the 
Atlantic because of Amer- 
ica's need for a simple, in- 
expensive vehicle to link its 
vast, unpaved countryside. 
And the U.S. had a national 
character that encouraged 
tinkerers and entrepreneurs. 

"In Europe, you had 
craftsmen hand-building 
large expensive vehicles for 
the nobility," says Wren. 
"But America was a nation 
of tinkerers. Farmers who 



lived from from town had to 
be able to fix their own 
machinery. It was still the 
horsc-and-buggy era but 
there were hundreds of me- 
chanics tinkering in barns 
and workshops, sensing a 
market for a motorized ve* 
hide to lighten and speed 
the endless work of moving 
goods and transporting peo- 
ple. The Europeans of the 
time didn't think that way." 

In 1895, the U.S. Patent 
Office granted George B. 
Selden's 1879 application to 
patent a "road machine" 
powered by a Bray ton two- 
cycle internal combustion 
engine. That same year 
more than 500 motor vehi- 
cle patent applications were 
filed. Carriage builders, bi- 
cycle makers and barnyard 
mechanics were building an 
estimated 300 different ve- 
hicles. That number would 
reach 8,000 by the turn of 
the century, when 40 
manufacturers participating 
in the nation's first auto 
show would display 300 
vehicles to 48,000 visitors.

Despite such interest, 
many Americans were con- 
tent to view the new cen- 
tury over the backside of a 
horse. That's why automo- 
bile clubs established in the 
'90s would play a pivotal 
role, lobbying for better 
roads and against restrictive 
laws reflecting anti-auto- 
mobile sentiments. 

Motorists of the *90s hat: 
their choice from vehicles 
poweied by steam, electric- 
ity of internal combustion ■ 
engines. Electrics were 
heavy short-range vehicles 
popular mostly with city 
drivers. Steamers always 
needed "a light and a drink," 
shook apart on country 
roads and waged an unend- 
ing battle with public fears 



that they might explode- 
In search of an inexpen- 
sive fuel, internal combus- 
tion vehicles of th "90s 
burned naptha, alcohol, 
stove gas and other fuels, 
with the same result: nearly 
universal scorn as noisy, 
dirty, smell contraptions 
that frightened horses to 
boot In response, Charles 
Duryea pioneered more ; 
"firsts" the automobile 
muffler and fuel additives 
that diminished the smell. 

Such changes helped 
make gasoline the fuel of 
choice after Spindletop, the 
fabulous gusher near Beau- 
mont, Texas, dropped the 
price of crude petroleum 
below five cents a barrel in 
January, 1901. 



By the end of the year 
R£. Olds would subcon- 
tract parts from suppliers 
and build the first mass- 
produced U.S. vehicles, 425 
curved-dash Oldsmobile 
roadsters, that sold at the 
comparatively modest price 
of $650. In a few more 
years Henry Leland would 
introduce standardized parts 
to Cadillac production and 
Henry Ford would pioneer 
the moving assembly lines 
for his Model T. 

These 20th century tech- 
nologies would put the na- 
tion, then the world, on 
wheels, with products de- 
veloped and refined in the 

fading years of the 19th 
century.

QUESTION: Can Extreme Nearsightedness be corrected? 

ANSWER: The ability to treat or correct nearsightedness depends upon the cause and severity 
of the condition. 

Nearsightedness means the eyeballs are elongated preventing light rays from focusing 
properly on the retina, For most people this elongation ceases at a certain point and their vision 
can be corrected through surgery or with glasses or contact lenses, 

For some people, the elongation never stops. The eye slowly becomes more and more 
severely nearsighted and wilt eventually become blind. 

In these cases, an ophthalmologist might recommend stopping the elongation process 
through a surgical procedure known as scleral reinforcement. 

, During this surgery, a strip taken from the white part (sclera) of a donated eye is wrapped 
around the patient's eye to reinforce it, preventing the eye from continuing to elongate. 

While this procedure has proven effective in stopping the deterioration of vision it should not 
be expected to correct a person's eyesight.

Lake County landowners 
may apply for state cost- 
share funds to install per- 
manent soil and water con- 
servation practices on their 
property. According to 
Doris Wcidner, chairwoman 
of the Lake County Soil 
and Water Conservation 
District (SWCD), "The dist. 
has received a limited 
amount of funding available 
to landuscrs wishing to es- 
tablish enduring conserva- 
tion programs on their 
lands". 

Under the program guide- 
lines landowners arc eligible 
to receive up to 75 percent 
of the cost of permanent 
soil and water conservation 
practices installed on their 
land. The eligible practices 
arc primarily aimed at 
reducing sheet and till ero- 
sion on agricultural lands 
which arc experiencing ex-- 
ccssive soil losses, al- 
though, this docs not pre- 
clude cost-sharing on urban 
soil erosion problems if el- 
igibility requirements are 
met. Lake County has been 
allocated $12,500 for Fiscal 
Year 1991 by the State 
DepL of Natural Resources. 
The program is admistered 
by the Illinois Dept. of 
Agriculture and local Soil 
and Water Conservation 
Dists. 

According to Wcidner, 
"The basic requirements of 
the cost-share program in- 
clude: owning/operating 
land which is experiencing 
soil losses greater than T 
or tolerable levels as deter- 
mined by the Universal Soil 
Loss Equation; qualifying 
for an eligible practice as 
determined by the Dist. 
Board; having an approved 

SWCD Conservation Plan 

for your property; and sign- 



ing a contract which in- 
cludes a 10-ycar mainte- 
nance provision for the 
practice installed." 

Wcidner also noted "the 
state cost-share program is 
not intended to resolve all 
soil erosion problems oc- 
curring throughout the 
county. The limited funding 
makes it necessary for the 
state and local SWCD's to 
develop an eligible practice 
list based on obtaining the 
most cost effective methods 
of addressing soil erosion."
